best plan to follow

er calves from the best cows 


The cow should be In good flesh 


at calving time for the best resulte I 
in milk 
She should be dry B!X weeks ' 


During the pasturing season there if 
no better plan than to leave her in 
the pasture, of course under obierva ; 
tion, until the calf la horn 


The dairy calf Is ordinarily raised 


by hand since the milk of the daily 
cow la usually worth so much more 
than the calf that it requires the firsl 
consideration. It is a well establishexi 
fact that a calf raised on skim milk 
Is as good aa one nursed by its motb 
er 
In localities familiar with dairy 


Ing this Is well understood, but in oth 
er places hi virtually unknown, and a 
strong prejudice exists against feed 
Ing skim milk on account of the un 
healthy and undersized ralves that 
have been raised In this w«y

ralves ar« the victims of ignorance 
or carelessness

In localities familiar with dairy 


Ing this Is well understood, but in oth 
er places hi virtually unknown, and a
